and finally reached across the bar 
to hit George Rauth. 

Thereupon, he said, his brother 
drew a revolver from a drawer and 
shot the repairman, who died with- 


in a few minutes, with six bullet 
wounds in his body, hand and legs. 
George Rauth fled. He is being

“Wiggins was drunk when he 
came in at 8 o'clock this morning,” 
Harry Francis Rauth said. “He 
ordered beer. During the morning 
he got pretty abusive and we were 
worried, because he was a big man 
and we knew he had killed a man 
ipl more than a year ago.

A verdict of jus- 
tifiable homicide was returned on 
evidence that Carter was advanc- 
ing with a butcher knife when Wig- 
gins shot him with a shotgun. Two

OFFICER KILLED, 27 HURT 
IN CANADIAN RELIEF RIOT 


Constable Beaten to Death When 3000 From 
Dominion Camps Fight Police at Regina 
—Subdued With Tear Gas. 


By the Associated Press. 

REGINA, Sask., July 2.—Three 
thousand relief camp strikers, who 
fought Royal Canadian Mounted 
police in a riot during which a 
municipal officer was beaten to 


death, were subdued today by tear 
gas and police clubs. 

A second officer and striker were 
injured seriously. Five more po- 
licemen and 20 strikers were hurt 
before the police quelled the crowd, 
arrested 27 persons and dispersed 
the others, pursuing them relent- 
lessly through the streets. 


The riot broke out after’ the 
mounted police and city officers 
charged a mass meeting of the 


strikers, halted by lack of funds 
in their “march” on Ottawa to pro- 
test against relief camp conditions. 
Authorities planned removal of the 
strikers to a Dominion camp, pend- 
ing return to their homes. 


Strikers Stone Officers. 


Routed by the steel-helmeted of- 
ficers before a barrage of tear gas, 
the strikers attempted to return to 
the scene, hurling stones and other 
missiles as the mounted policemen 
swung their clubs. 

Repulsed again, the strikers re- 
newed the fight. Police fired over 
the heads of the crowd during the 
second clash, and the opposing 


ranks slugged 
hand fighting. 
After two hours of fighting, City 
Commissioner R. J. Westgate an- 
nounced early today he was in- 
formed that the police, clearing the 
area and riding patrol in nearby 
streets, had the rioters in hand. 


Constable Fatally Beaten. 


Constable Charles Miller of the 
Regina police was the man killed, 
and Constable Francis of the 
mounted police was injured serious- 
ly. One man, identified as a strik- 
er, Dan McGee, was reported as 
gravely hurt, and many other strik- 
ers were injured. 

Witnesses said Constable Miller, 
in plain clothes, was seized in Mar- 
ket Square behind the police sta- 
tion and beaten to death with 
sticks. 

Chief Constable Martin Bruton of 
Regina announced that Arthur Ev- 
ans, leader of the On-to-Ottawa 
movement, was arrested and that 26 
others were being held at the Re- 
gina police headquarters. 

The strikers, out of funds after 
traveling here from the West, most- 
ly in freight cars, were eager to 
continue their journey to the capi- 
tal when their meeting was called 
last night to allow their leaders to 
tell of their negotiations with C. P. 
Burgess, director of Federal relief.

FOUR KILLED, SEVERAL HURT 
BY TORNADO IN NORTH DAKOTA 


Storm Strikes Near Watford City, 
Sanish and Ross; Heavy 
Damage.

MINOT, N. D., July 2..— Four 
persons were reported killed, and 
several injured by a tornado which 
swept the northwestern section of 
North Dakota late yesterday, caus- 
ing heavy property damage. 

Striking south of Watford City, 
the tornado traveled east to Sanish 
where it dipped down again and 
then jumped north to the vicinity of 
Ross. 

Those listed as dead were: Wilbur 
Hansen, 20 years old, employed at a 
CCC camp near Watford City, killed 
when his truck overturned as the 
storm struck; John Rehen, farm- 
er near Ross, whose body was found 
today in the wreckage of his home; 
Vivian Rehen, 20, daughter of John, 
killed when the home was de- 
stroyed; Otto Fish, 65, killed when 
buildings on the Tom Wold farm 
near Manitou, where he was em- 
ployed, were blown down. 


$160,000,000 ALLOTMENT 
FOR LOW-COST HOUSING 


Ickes Says Comptroller’s Approval 
Makes Money Available 
Immediately. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today allotted $160,- 
000,000 of work relief funds for low 


cost housing projects. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
announced that approval by Comp- 
troller Gen. J. R. McCarl had made 
the money immediately available. 

Fifty projects were’ included, 
Ickes said, including $60,000,000 an- 
nounced yesterday as approved by 
the President. 

Ickes said one of the projects was 
the $4,700,000 development in Har- 
lem, New York City. He declined 
to name others. 

Ickes allotted $200,000 of old PWA 
money to the Battle’ Creek (Mich.) 
General Hospital Association for 
completion of a hospital building.

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IAPANESE STEAMER 
SINKS, 140 MISSING 


Small Passenger Vessel Goes 
Down After Collision With 
Freighter in Fog. 


By the Associated Press. 

OSAKA, Japan, July 3 (Wednes- 
day)—One hundred and thirteen of 
the passengers and crew aboard the 
little passenger steamer Midori 
Maru, which collided with a 


freighter and sank in the Inland 
Sea near here early today, had been 
rescued at 5 a. m., and 140 missing 
were thought to have drowned. 

Four hours after the Midori Maru 
went down, rescue operations were 
continuing despite the handicap of 
fogs and heavy seas but little hope 
was held for those unaccounted for. 
The Midori Maru carried 168 pas- 
sengers and a crew of 85. 

A ship of 1725 tons, the Midori 
Maru collided in heavy fog off 
Shodo Island with the freighter 
and sank quickly. The freighter 
was virtually undamaged. 

Two hours after the collision, 
only 34 of the Midori Maru’s 168 
passengers had been rescued. Be- 
tween 40 and 60 of the crew of 85 
were missing. 

Fog and high seas hampered 
rescue operations. The Senzan 
Maru, the freighter with which the 
Midori Maru collided, abandoned 
rescue efforts after reporting it 
could find no trace of more sur- 
vivors. 

Police boats and other small craft 
aided in the search. 


5 MEN MISSING AFTER LAUNCH 
TURNS OVER NEAR KEOKUK, IA. 


Two Passengers Swim Ashore at 
Junction of Mississippi and 
Des Moines Rivers. 

By the Associated Press. 

KEOKUK, Ia., July 2.—Five men 
were missing today after the launch 
in which they were riding over- 
turned last night in flood waters 
at the junction of the Mississippi 
and Des Moines Rivers south of 
here. 

The launch, bearing seven pas- 
sengers, upset as it struck’ the 
strong current of the Des Moines, 
where it empties into the Missis- 
sippi. Two of its occupants swam 
to shore. 

The missing men are Everett Ep- 
pers, Jack Fallon and Harry Wag- 
ner, all of Keokuk, Robert Lancas- 
ter, Memphis, Mo., and Glenn 
Brainerd, former Keokuk transient 
camp resident. 


FIREWORKS BARRED IN 4 PARKS 


Forest, Carondelet, Fairgrounds and 
O’Falion to Be Kept Quiet. 

Fireworks will be prohibited in 
Forest, Carondelet, Fairgrounds and 
O’Fallon parks on Fourth of July, 
Park Commissioner Miller said to- 
day. 

Miller explained that with fire- 
works permitted in all other parts 
of the city, he thought some places 
should be set aside where people 
could escape from the noise of fire- 
works, 


Nazi Army to Accept Foreigners. 

BERLIN, July 2.—The Ministry 
of War was empowered today, un- 
der a decree by Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler, to enlist foreigners in 
the German army. The measure 
affected “persons who for some 
reason are not German citizens and 
Germans living abroad who want 
to serve the Reich.”

Encounter Throws Investi- 
gation Out of Gear — 
Ickes Calls 


“Wild Conglomeration.’ 


Charges

WASHINGTON, July 2.:— A fist 
fight in the lobby of the Senate of- 
fice building today inaugurated the 
Senate investigation of mal-admin- 
istration charges against Gov. Paul 
M. Pearson of the Virgin Islands. 

The combatants were Paul Yates, 
former administrative assistant to 
Pearson, and Robert S._ Allen, 
Washington columnist and news- 
paper man. They were taken to 
the Senate guard room by Capitol 
police. No charges were placed 
against them. 

Witnesses said Yates had a black 
eye after the encounter with Allen 


outside the Senate caucus room 
where the hearings began. 
“Allen was the one who intro- 


duced Yates to me, when he first 
came to the islands,” said Gov. 
Pearson. “Allen has been boiling 
with rage ever since because of 
some of the things Yates did while 
under my administration.” 

Among Those Present. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
was present at the opening session, 
together with committee members 
headed by Senator Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland. Dr. Ernest Gruening, 
chief of the Division of Islands and 
Territories in the Interior Depart- 
ment, also was there. 

Allen is associated with Gov. 
Pearson's son, Drew Pearson, in 
writing a syndicated Washington 
newspaper column. 

At the outset, Chairman Tydings 
refused a request of Ickes that he 
be permitted to start the testimony 
with a lengthy statement. Ickes 
then asked an opportunity to cross- 
examine witnesses. 

“This is not a trial,” Tydings re- 
sponded. “The committee doesn’t 
feel it proper to accord anyone the 
right of cross-examination.” 

Branding the charges of Yates, 
Pearson’s principal accuser, as a 
“wild conglomeration of everything 
he could get out of the newspapers, 
some of which he wrote himself,” 
Ickes insisted on stating at least 
part of his defense of the island 
government. 

The chairman assured Ickes he 
would be given full opportunity to 
present his side, but said the com- 
mittee “would not prejudge or 
prejudice” the case in advance of 
receipt of evidence. 

Yates previously had intimated 
that he would bring the whole New 
Deal colonia] administration of the 
Interior Department under fire in 
his testimony. 

The fight between Yates and 
Allen temporarily threw the pro- 
ceedings out of gear. Edward J. 
Colgan Jr., Baltimore lawyer who 
is handling the hearings for the 
committee, had intended to put 
Yates on the stand first. But Yates 
failed to appear after the encounter 
and was reported under the care 
of a physician. 

Allen, stocky and red-headed, ap- 
peared shortly after the _ session 
opened and took a seat beside 
young Pearson. He bore no mark 
of his fracas with Yates. 


Summation of Charges. 

In a brief summation of Yates’ 
charges against the» Governor, Col- 
gan enumerated allegations of in- 
efficiency, maladministration, petty 
persecution and incompetence 
which he said formed the bulk of 
the accusations. Misuse of Govern- 
ment funds and official corruption 
also were alleged. 

Charles H. Gibson, former Virgin 
Islands District Attorney whom 
Pearson discharged, was called as 
the first witness in Yates’ ab- 
sence. He has been termed the 
“brains of the opposition” to the 
Pearson government in the little 
Caribbean Island group- which the 
United States brought from Den- 
mark in 1917. 

Gibson made two specific charges 
against thhe Governor—lack of 
frankness in official dealings and 
refusal to provide Gibson with sec- 
retarial assistance, which the wit- 
ness said evidenced the Governor's 
policy of “petty persecution.” 

Gibson acknowledged under ques- 
tioning that he maintained a pri- 
vate law practice -while acting as 
Government attorney under Pear- 
son. 

Gibson ended his testimony for 
the day with a charge that the 
Island administration was so “lax” 
that a widow almost lost her equity 
in an inherited estate which the 
Government was purchasing.

Attempting Rescue. 


SURVIVORS LAND 
AT SYDNEY, N. S. 


Three Tell of Disaster 
Way 
Bergen — Ketch Is Seri- 
ously Damaged.

SYDNEY, N. S., July 2.—Charles 
Tillinghast, 21 years ola, of Provi- 
dence, R. I., and his two compan- 
ions, Roger Weed, 25, and Sheldon 
Ware, 19, both of Boston, arrived 
in Sydney Harbor yesterday in the 
disabled 54-foot ketch, Hamrah, and 
reported that Robert Ames, 55, Bos- 
ton realty broker and sportsman, 
had been washed overboard by a 
high wave and drowned. His sons, 
Richard, 23, and Harry, 20, were 
lost in a vain attempt to rescue 
him. 

The Hamrah, one of seven yadhts 
that left Newport, R. L, June 8, in 


a trans-Atlantic 

Norway, was about 600 miles east 

of. Newfoundland when it encoun- 

tered a northeast gale on June 19. 
Story of Tragedy. 

Heavy seas almost swamped the 
little craft, the young yachtsmen 
said. Ames, the owner, was swept 
off the deck. 

“His eldest son, Richard, a strong 
swimmer, went to his father’s res- 
cue after the yacht had been swung 
back,” said Weed, “and had come 
up close to where the owner of the 
vessel was seen floundering in the 
water. 

“But a line he was carrying in 
his hand fell from his grasp so we 
threw over a life preserver to the 
elder Ames which he managed to 
secure and was thus able to keep 
afloat. 

“A small tender kept on deck 
for emergencies was unlashed and 
lowered into the sea by the young- 
er Ames, Harry, who vigorously 
rowed to -where his father and 
brother were. 

“Meanwhile the terrific onslaught 
of the gale provided difficulties for 
the rest of us. On the second jibe 
the boom broke and the gaff jaws 
parted. The mizzen had to be hoist- 
ed then. 


“While we worked to repair the 
damaged rigging the ketch was 
blown away from the three strug- 
gling yachtsmen, but we managed 
to steer to within 50 yards of them 
before further trouble was experi- 
enced.” 

Long Search for Victims. 

Weed said the damaged boom 
wrecked their main rigging and 
that they were forced to cut away 
the mainsail. By the time they 
headed back toward the three men, 
however, the three no longer could 
be seen. For hours the survivors 
searched the sea, but when dark- 
ness set in they gave up hope for 
their shipmates. 

Patching up the damaged ketch 
sufficiently to keep it on a course, 
the three turned back toward the 
Cape Breton coast the next day. 

“We did see a schooner.” Ware 


said, “but it was so far from us- 


that it was impossible to signal it.” 

Mrs. Ames sailed for England 
June 22, unaware of the death of 
her husband and two sons, whom 
she planned to welcome at the end 
of their journey. 

The yawl Stormy Weather owned 
by Philip Le Boutillier of New York 
arrived at Bergen early last Fri- 
day and was declared winner of the 
race. 

Careers of Three Victims. 


Richard Ames, a graduate of 
Harvard University with the class 
of 1934, was captain of the wrestl- 
ing team in his senior year. Harry 
Ames was following in the foot- 
steps of his brother as a wrestler, 
having served as captain of the 
Harvard freshman wrestling team 
during the last vear. 

The father had an especial fond- 
ness for horses and yachts. Last 
summer he participated in the 
Bermuda race with the Hamrah, of 
which Richard Ames was navigat- 
or. 

The elder Ames was the son of 
James Barr Ames, formerly dean 
of Harvard Law School, and Sarah 
(Russell) Ames. He was graduated 
from Harvard in 1907. He married 
Margaret Fuller Glover May 27, 
1911. She is president of the Rad- 
cliffe Club of Boston.

BIDDLE TO RETIRE 
AS LABOR BOARD HEAD 


Gives Personal Reason _ Al- 
though Frequently at Odds 
With Administration.

WASHINGTON, July 2. — Fran- 
cis Biddle today confirmed reports 
that he was resigning as Chairman 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board. 

Although Biddle has on several 
occasions been at odds with the 
White House over labor matters, 
he insisted that his resignation was 
made necessary by a personal rea- 
son. The illness of his law partner 
in Philadelphia makes it imperative 
that he return to his native city, 
Biddle said. 

The most notable instance of his 
disagreement with President Roose- 
velt came shortly after his appoint- 
ment when he took issue with Don- 
ald R. Richberg in the Dean Jen- 
nings case. Jennings said he had 
been fired from a San Francisco 
newspaper for his activities in con- 
nection with the Newspaper Guild 
and insisted that the National La- 
bor Relations Board hear his case. 
Biddle ruled that board had juris- 
diction while the President upheld 
the contention of Richberg and 
Jennings’ employers that only the 
special newspaper board was em- 
powered to pass on the case. 

Biddle has worked hard for. pas- 
sage of the labor disputes bill spon- 
sored by Senator Wagner (Dem.) 
of New York. It was assumed that 
he would be chairman of the per- 
manent Labor Relations Board cre- 
ated under the. act. 


MACHINEGUNNERS FIGHT OFF 
OFFICER DURING BANK HOLDUP 


Five Open Fire While Sixth Enters 
and Loots Depository at 
Dunkirk, N. Y. 


DUNKIRK, N. Y., July 2.—With 
five men maintaining a steady ma- 
chine gun fire a sixth entered the 
Merchants’ National Bank shortly 
before 3 o'clock today, forced a 
cashier to open the vault, scooped 
up all cash in sight and escaped 
with his companions in an automo- 
bile. 

The six drove up in front of the 
bank in the business section while 
Policeman John Brooks was stand- 
ing only a few doors away. Seeing 
the machine guns, Brooks opened 
fire with his revolver, but was un- 
able to cope with the _ robbers, 
when they sprayed the section with 
bullets. A bullet passed through 
Brooks’ cap. 

The machine gun fire broke sev- 
eral windows in stores and a tele- 


BUS LINE 10 REPLACE 
NATURAL BRIDGE CARS 


Judge Davis Issues Order to 
Abandon Trolleys; New 
Salisbury Route. 


An order for abandonment of the 
Natural Bridge car line and exten- 
sion downtown in its place of the 
Natural Bridge bus line by the Pub- 
lic Service Co. was entered by Fed- 
eral Judge Davis today, after a brief 
hearing. 

This will be the second complete 
substitution of a bus line for a ma- 
jor car line here. 

In connection with this change, 


the Court also approved rerouting 
and extension of the Lee car line, 
rerouting of the Eighteenth street 
car line, opening of.a St, Louis ave- 
nue bus line, abandoriment of the 
Salisbury bus line and abandon- 
ment of certain tracks which no 
longer will be needed. 

The Natural Bridge car line has 
operated from Grand boulevard and 
Natural Bridge avenue to Jefferson 
avenue and Arsenal street, over a 
circuitous route going downtown. It 
was abandoned between Grand and 
Kingshighway when Natural Bridge 
avenue was widened several years 
ago.

Routing of the bus will be extend- 
ed as follows: Natural Bridge (from 
Grand), Palm, Fifteenth, Mullanphy 
and Thirteenth streets, Twelfth and 
Delmar boulevards, looping by way 
of Eighth street, Washington ave- 
nue and Twelfth. When the wid- 
ened North Twelfth boulevard is 
completed next autumn or spring, 
between Palm and O'Fallon streets, 
the busses will be shifted to follow 
Natural Bridge and Twelfth. 

Change in Lee Line. 

The Lee car line, which has ter- 
minated downtown at Seventh and 
Walnut streets, wilt be shifted to 
the route which the Natural Bridge 
trolleys have followed, from Fif- 
teenth street and St. Louis avenue 
to Jefferson and Arsenal, with one 
change. The change will be to use 
Cass avenue and Eighth street in- 
stead of Eleventh street and Frank- 
lin avenue, from Eleventh and Cass 
to Eighth and Franklin. 

The new bus line will run in St. 
Louis avenue between Broadway 
and Vandeventer avenue. It will re- 
place the Salisbury line, which has 
operated fram Broadway and Sal- 
isbury street to Vandeventer and

with even administration leaders 
turning against the White House. 

The vote on passage of the bill 
was for the most part along strictly 
party lines. The Democratic forces 
on three successive times joined in 
large numbers with the Republican 
minority to give the President his 
most decisive defeat at this session 
of Congress. 

The vote on final passage wes 
323 to 81, a majority of 242. 

Administration leaders charged 
that the House bill was ‘ ly 
emasculated” and unconstitutional 
in its unlimited delegation of pow- 
er to the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. But on the final vote 
they joined with the Democratic 
majority in approving the measure. 

Claiborne Votes “No.” 

Representative Claiborne of St. 
Louis was one of the few Demo- 
crats in the House to vote against 
the bill. He has consistently argued 
that it is unconstitutional. Other- 
wise the Democratic members of 
the Missouri legation voted for 
the House bill. 

The issue today on several votes, 
at least one of them of record, was 
between the more drastic Senate 
provision to eliminate “unneces- 
sary” holding companies at the end 
of a seven-year period and the 
House bill, which grants power to 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission to decide what companies 
must go.

This announcement led a stam- 
pede of Democrats who had fol- 
lowed Rayburn’s leadership in yes- 
terday’s unrecorded vote which 
went against the Administration by 
216 to 146.

Representatives Rankin of Mis-

“This is one of the most import- 
ant votes in the last 13 years,” Con- 
nery said just before the vote on 
the move to substitute the more 
drastic Senate measure ~ for the

whether the power interests are 
going to continue to run this coun- 
try or whether the Government is 
going to run it.”

FRANCE PLANS TO REDUCE 
PENSIONS OF WAR VETERANS 


Issuance of Decree to Be Postponed 
Until After Bastile Day 
Demonstrations. 

By the Associated Press. 


PARIS, July 2.—The Government 


planned today to readjust the pen- 
sions of all World War veterans ex- 
cept those actually wounded at the 
front, as part of its campaign to 
cut the 11,000,000,000 frane ($726,- 
000,000) national deficit. 

The Cabinet approved a project 
submitted by Henri Maupoil, Min- 
ister of Pensions, which is expect- 
ed to save more than one billion 
francs annually. 

However, the issuance of the de- 

cree will be postponed until July 16, 
two days after Bastile-day, the na- 
tional holiday, when extensive Left- 
ist demonstrations are scheduled. It 
was feared that publicati.n of the 
terms of the decree before that 
time might possibly lead to vio- 
lence. 
The Cabinet Ministers today ap- 
proved a secret plan to refloat “La 
France Mutualiste.” the Mutual 
Bank Investment Co., in the failure 
of which last year about 200,000 war 
veterans lost several billion francs 
in savings.

LOS ANGELES, Cal. July 2— 
Henry Guttman begins his defense 
today to the charge he swindled 
Mrs. Blanche Sewell, copper heiress, 
‘out of $44,000. Guttman’s defense

“love tokens” and not for invest- 


ment as she asserted. 

Letters filled with endearing

You 
ask me why I do not call you often, 
and give you a private telephone 
number. If I did you would call me 
more often and reverse the charges, 
and I can’t afford that.”

DARLING WANTS $5,000,000 
TO RID LAKES OF CARP 


Seeks to Improve Fishing in 14 
States Including Missouri. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—J. N. 
Darling, chief of the United States 
Biological Survey, announced he 
plans to ask the Works Administra- 
tion for $5,000,000 to take carp from 
lakes in 14 states, plant new vegeta- 
tion to replace that eaten by the 
carp and then’ restock the lakes. 
The results, according to Darling, 
would be better fishing and better 
duck hunting. The carp eat the 
principal food of wild ducks—wild 
rice. 

The bureau has no intention of in- 
terfering with commercial carp 
fishing and would do the netting 
only in lakes where it is not being 
‘done for profit. The states covered 
in the plan are New York, Ohio, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, Ida- 
ho, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Mich- 
igan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebras- 
ka, Wisconsin, North Dakota, South 
Dakota and Washington. 

The carp caught in the nets 
would be ground up and used either 
as food for fish in hatcheries or as 


fertilizer. None would be put on 
the commercial market,. Darling 
says.

OF EX-BANKER ENDS 


Federal Judge Takes Case of 
J. J. Halpin of East St. Louis 
Under Advisement. 


Federal Judge Lindley took un- 


president of the First National 
Bank of East St. Louis, who was 
tried at East St. Louis on charges 
of embezzlement and misapplica- 
tion of $2900 of the bank’s funds. 
Five counts of the indictment, re- 
turned last September, alleged mis- 
application of funds trusted to Hal- 
pin’s care as trustee for the Con- 
crete Bridge & Paving Co., which 
later went into receivership. The 
sixth count alleged embezzlement 
of $100 from the account of Mrs. 
Dora Sheehan, 1807 North Twenty- 
first street, East St. Louis. The 
alleged violation occurred between 
March 2 and Oct. 20, 1932. 

The Government charged Halpin 
with misapplying $2000 of a $5000 


|loan secured for the paving com- 
pany from John E. Weinel, consult- 


ing engineer. Records disclosed 
that $3000 was placed in the com- 
pany’s account during August, 1932, 
but J. W. Heferli, Department of 
Justice agent, testified two $1000 
cashier’s checks were not accounted 
for. 

Testimony About Checks. 
Heferli also testified that two 
checks for $150 each, signed by the 
defendant's brother, Clifford E. 
Halpin as auditor, were drawn from 
the company’s account although 
Halpin was not authorized to sign 
checks for the company. A $500 
check was also drawn on the con- 
crete company’s account payable ta 
the A. R. Hursey Construction Co., 
according to testimony. This money 
was to be used for equipment and 
was to be repaid to the concrete 
company’s account. 

In his defense Halpin testified 
he withheld one of the $1000 cash- 
ier’s checks from the Weinel loan 
until Oct. 25, 1932, when he paid it 
into the account. He explained he 
held this money in reserve because 
“the company was continually over- 
drawing its account.” Halpin stat- 
ed he canceled the other $1000 
check, dividing it mto two checks 
with which equipment was pur- 
chased. 

As for the two $150 checks signed 
by his brother, Halpin said these 


rendered by Carl Jovst, former Pe- 
oria (Ill.) State Representative, in 
securing the contract for paving 
outer Missouri avenue in East St. 
Louis. He said he and his brother 
were authorized by Clinton R. Hur- 
sey to pay for Jovst’s services. 
Halpin explained that the A. R. 
Hursey Construction Co. used $500 
of the Concrete Bridge & Paving 
Co. account to pay off a lien on 
their trucks so that they could be 
used in the Missouri avenue pav- 
ing. A. R. Hursey and Clinton G. 
Hursey are brothers. 

Tell of Alleged Agreement. 

He said he had an agreement 
with Mrs. Sheehan to hold out $200 
from her payments on a note held 
by the bank as she said she needed 
the money. Later he said he gave 
Mrs. Sheehan, a hotel proprietor, 
$75 in cash and $125 in checks and 
denied embezzling money from her 
account, 
Halpin, 43 years old, lives with 
his mother, Anna, and a sister at 
724 North Twenty-fourth street, 
East St. Louis. He entered the 
employ of the First National Bank 
in 1909 as a bookkeeper after tak- 
ing night courses in commerce and 
finance at St. Louis University and 
was elected vice-president with a 
salary of $400 a month in 1921. He 
held that position until he was let 
out in reorganization of the bank 
in June, 1933.

9}0,000 allotment would provide jobs 
for 169,000 for a year at an aver- 
age cost of $812 per person, includ- 
ing wages, materials and equip- 
ment. 

Hopkins headed the old CWA and 
spent nearly $1,000,000,000 in five 
months on projects which were 
criticised by some Republicans and 
others as mere “leaf-raking” and 
“made work.” Advocates of CWA 
defended its methods as necessary 
and contended that it was showing 
results when abandoned. 


More Useful Than CWA. 


There were reports that possibly

Habitat of Rare Orchid 
Found After 10-Y ear Hunt 


Shaw’s Garden Plant Hunter Tells of Long 
and Difficult Search for White Bloom 
in Panama.

for the native habitat of a rare and 
beautiful white orchid, the largest 
of Panamanian varieties, was end- 
ed recently by Shaw’s Garden plant 
hunters on their trip to Panama. 


They found four of the plants, 
named Sobralia Powellii, and _ in- 
creased the world’s collection of 
this variety to 12, all in possession 
of the garden at the t®apical sta- 
tion in Balboa. The soft-textured 
petals of this orchid have a spread 
of eight inches, and the trumpet- 
shaped center is five inches long, 
flushed with lavender shades. 

As a new, unnamed variety, it 
first became known to collectors 
through C. W. Powell, who died 
in 1927 while manager of the trop- 
ical station. Walking along the 
street one day in Panama City, he 
saw it growing in a tin can hang- 


ing on the balcony of a native 
woman’s home. 
Named After Powell. 


For years Powell was unable 
to persuade her to part with her 
treasure, but finally because the 
conditions under which it was kept 
were unfavorable, he was able to 
buy the plant. He never told what 
he paid for it, and upon its intro- 
duction into the botanical world, a 
noted Berlin botanist named it in 
honor of its discoverer. 

The woman steadily refused to 
reveal its origin and only after the 
death of Powell, she confessed 
the piant had beer stolen from the 
garden cf General Geetha.s Chief 
Canal Zone Engineer. It Jikels 
rad not been recogniz>d there as 
a new variety. 

Her dis*losure still left the nat 
ural ho.iae of the piant a secret, 
and, although it often was sougiit 
later on jungle expeditions by 
Powell, the late Albert A. Hunter, 
who succeeded him as manager, 
and George H. Pring, guiden su- 
perintendent, none was found, 

Biooms Last One Day. 

Under care at the Tropical Sta- 
tion, the one plant propagated it- 
self by natural division, «.creasing 
the collection to a clutnp of seven 
plants. Blooms on a number of 
stems open successively once a 
year, but each bloom lasts only one 
day. 

During progress of work on the 
Madden Dam in Panama, which 


A search for more than 10 years} created an artificial lake north of 


the Canal Zone submerging miles 
of jungle, a friend sent Hunter a 
collection of orchids. It was not 
until one of these plants unfolded 
its striking white flowers that the 
first clew was obtained as to the 
probable locality from which the 
Sobralia. Powellii had come, it is 
stated in the June bulletin of the 
Garden. 

“From then the hunt was: on,” 
relates Paul Allen of Kirkwood, 
Garden student, and one of the 
members of the last plant expedi- 
tion. “Hunter thought the plant 
would be found in the jungle near 
the head-waters of the Rio Boquer- 
on, whose waters eventually reach 
the Madden Dam Lake. 


“Two native guides accompanied 
Hunter and me. Laboring through 
numerous violent squalls, the head 
of lake navigation was reached. The 
guides cut poles and drove our na- 
tive dug-out upstream through "boil- 
ing rapids to an unexplored region. 

“Violent tropical rains beat down 
on the jungle top. Following the 
trail made by our guides; we strug- 
gled along slippery clay banks, or 
through fast streams, always with 
the jungle before and around us 
and incessant rain drenching us. 

“We reached a stretch of the 
river flowing through canyon-like 
gorges. Collecting of any sort had 
been poor. It seemed that we were 
to be unsuccessful in our search for 
a Sobralia Powellii, and we were 
just about disgusted and ready to 
turn back. 

“Arriving at the brink of a pool, 
we decided to give up the search. 
Since I already was soaked to the 
skin, I jumped into the pool for a 
swim with my clothes on. 

“Climbing out on the other side, 
I looked around for a short dis- 
tance, when suddenly my astonish- 
ed gaze was met by a plant with 
great, milky-white buds nearly 
ready to open. It was growing on 
a tree that had fallen. 

“The long-sought prize had been 
found and its native locality no 
longer a mystery. I brought it back 
to Hunter, who was overjoyed. We 
searched the surrounding territory 
but found only three more plants. 
Taking good care of our finds, we 
went down the river again to our 
camp on Madden Lake to continue 
our search for other varieties. |

NW FARM DEBI 
BILL IS APPROVED 
BY SENATE GROUP 


Frazier-Lemke Mortgage 
Relief Measure Much Re- 
vised to Meet Supreme 
Court Objections. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 2. — Much 
revised in an effort 10 meet Su- 
preme Court objections, the Frazier- 
Lemke farm mortgage bill was re- 
ported favorably to the Senate by 
the Judiciary Committee yesterday. 
The re-drafted measure seeks to 
give the farmer a_ three-year 
moratorium from foreclosure under 
the Federal Bankruptcy Act, instead 
of the five-year extension provided 
in the measure recently declared 
unconstitutional by the Court. 
The committee also voted to re- 


port out a bill designed to extend 
Similar relief to owners of homes 
and small businesses. The report 
on this measure has not been pre- 
pared by the committee, but Sen- 
ator McCarran (Dem.), Nevada, a 
member, said it conformed in large 
measure tothe revised farm 
mortgage legislation. 
Purpose of Bill Set Forth. 

Reporting on the effort to re- 
vive the farm mortgage measure, 
the committee said: 

“Many state moratoriums, and 
there were 26, are about to expire, 
and when they expire, there un- 
doubtedly will be an avalanche of\ 
foreclosures, whereas, if this. bill is 
passed, these foreclosures will be 
held in abeyance. 

“Nine out of 10 of the distressed 
farmers will be able to get adjust- 
ments outside of the court, because 
of the moral effect of the act, and 
in the rest of the cases there will 
be orderly liquidation, with a view 
of the rehabilitation of the farm 
debtor, as well as full protection to 
the creditors. 

“This the public conscience as 
well as public interest and welfare 
demands.” 

Provisions of Measure. 

In an effort to avoid conflict with 
the Supreme Court, which held that 
the old bill transgresses the con- 
stitutional guarantees of property 
rights, the bill would place the en- 
tire transaction under jurisdiction 
of the Federal Courts. This would 
apply from the moment the creditor 
or farm-debtor appeals for a com- 
position of his debts, until the time 
when the farmer after his three- 
year extension of time, is able to 
refinance. 

As in the old bill, the new meas- 
ure would provide for scaling down 
indebtedness in keeping with the 
appraised value of the property 
under mortgage. 

The old section which permitted 
the farmer to buy back his property 
at the appraised value on a six- 
year installment plan was struck 
out. This section was one of those 
held invalid by the Court. 

Procedure as to Sale. 

"If the debtor fails to comply 
with any or all of the provisions, 
or if he is unable to refinance him- 
self,” the committee report said, 
“the Court may order the appoint- 
ment of a trustee (at the end of the 
three-year moratorium) and order 
the property sold or otherwise dis- 
posed of.” 

“The property,” the committee re- 
port continued, “is virtually in the 
complete custody and control of the 
Court, for all purposes of liquida- 
tion. We feel confident that this 
meets all the requirements of the 
Supreme Court’s decision.”

CARDENAS RESTATES POLICIES 
TO NEW MEXICAN CABINET 


Indicates He Will Continue With

Regulations.

MEXICO, D.F., July 2.—An indi- 
cation that the Government of Pres- 
ident Cardenas intends to continue 
its present policies came from the 
first meeting of the new Cabinet 
yesterday. 

President Cardenas re-read to the 
Cabinet his Jan. 1 message to the 
nation. At that time the President 
emphasized the necessity of follow- 
ing the program of socialistic edu- 
cation provided for by the Consti- 
tution and of giving youth “a ra- 
tional concept of the universe.” 

President Cardenas asserted that 
present laws on the church-state 
problem would be fully enforced. 
His action in restating his program 
was taken to mean that there will 
be no modification of religious or 
educational laws. 

Well-informed sources said, how- 
ever, that the President had not al- 
tered his proposal to issue an order 
to Federal and military prosecutors 
to withdraw charges of rebellion 
against exiles, permitting them to 
return. 

Jose Angel Ceniceros, Acting Sec- 
retary of Foreign Relations, in- 
formed the President that a cam- 
paign in the United States in oppo- 
sition to Mexico's religious policies 
had died down.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Admin- 
istration Democrats rejected a pro- 
posal by Senate Republicans yes- 
terday, for consideration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s tax program at a 
special session in November, but 
minority leaders will try to put the 


suggestion to a vote. 

A resolution, calling for a special 
session Nov. 18, was offered by Sen- 
ator McNay, Republican leader, on 
behalf of Senator Hastings (Rep.), 
Delaware, who was out of the city. 

Chairman Harrison of the Senate 
Finance Committee and Senator La 
Follette (Prog.), Wisconsin, imme- 
diately demanded action on the tax 
proposals at this session. 

“We're going ahead with the tax 
bill at this session,” Harrison said. 
He plans to begin hearings within 
a few days, in order to expedite 
consideration of the measure. House 
hearings are scheduled to begin a 
week from today. 

McNary to Ask for Vote. 

McNary said, however, that he 
would ask for a vote on the Hast- 
ings plan. 

“It’s become apparent,” he said, 
“that the administration schedules 
will raise nearer $100,000,000 than 
$340,000,000. To get any money we 
will have to revise the whole tax 
structure. The taxes are not levied 
until next year, anyway. What’s the 
hurry?” . * 

He admitted the special session 
proposal probably would be defeat- 
ed, but insisted that many Demo- 
crats were personally in favor of it. 
“There isn’t a fellow in this cham- 
ber that doesn’t think its perfectly 
foolish to take up this tax question 
now,” he said. 

“I'm opposed to that proposition,” 
La Follette said, “because the time 
to levy these taxes is now. Every 
month that goes by delays the col- 
lection of much needed revenue. If 
it’s proposed by Hastings, it’s a 
move on the part of those implaca- 
bly opposed to taxes based on the 
ability to pay. 

“It demonstrates the inconsisten- 
cy of their position. They yell about 
the unbalanced budget and when it 
is proposed to cut down the deficit 
they want to put it off six months.”

IQ JAPANESE OVER 
BURDER ATTACKS 


Warning Given That Con- 
““May 
Serious Consequences on 
Peace in Far East.”

MOSCOW, July 2—The official 
press charged today that Japanese 
militarists had deliberately pro- 
voked incidents along the Soviet 
frontier in the Far East to incite 
Russian forces to counter meas- 
ures and thus bring on grave com- 
plications. 

A note protesting against the 
series of alleged violations of Soviet 
territory by Japanese and Man- 
choukuan troops and gunboats. In 
the last two months was delivered 
yesterday to Tokio. 

“These incidents may be explain- 
ed only in the sense that there 
is a definite plan by Japanese mili- 
tarists to create complications on 
the frontier,” asserted the Com- 
munist party organ, Pravda. “The 
responsibility for these cunning at- 
tacks and invasion of our territory 
by Japanese troops and murder of 
our frontier guards—intended to 
cause serious conflicts between the 
U. 8S. S. R. and Japan—rests ex- 
clusively on the Japanese Govern- 
ment.” 


Note Warns Japan. 


Four frontier guards were de- 
clared in the Soviet protest to have 
been killed by invaders. The note 
warned Japan that a continuation 
of the incidents “may have very 
serious consequences in the rela- 
tions of the U. S. S. R. and Japan 
and on peace in the Far East.” 

Soviet troops have been holding 
themselves in check so as not to 
play into the hands of the Japanese, 
it was said, but Pravda added: 
“The Japanese and Manchoukuans 
must realize that we have sufficient 
forces in the Far East to extermin- 
ate all these provocateur bands if 
we so desire.”

A TEST OF THE FARM PLAN. 


Following constitutional rulings upon the NRA, 
the railway pension law and the Frazier-Lemke Act, 
the test of the’ farm plan is coming with lightning- 
like suddenness. 

We called attention recently to the absence of any 
reference to the AAA at the “grass roots” conference, 
but there has subsequently been a deluge of suits in 
the Federal courts. They are all aimed at the proc- 
essing tax, and most of them make the point that 
powers delegated to the Secretary of Agriculture are 
unconstitutional. Almost all the litigants want to 
recover the taxes they have paid. 

From May 12, 1933, to Jan. 1, 1935, the Government 
collected $616,000,000, paid out $568,000,000. Total farm 
income increased $925,000,000 in 1933 over 1932, and 
in 1934 it increased $1,869,000,000 over 1932. In the 
first four months of 1935, farm income was $206,000,- 
000 higher than in the same period last year. The 
benefit payments totaled $222,000,000 in the first 
four months of 1935, as compared with $104,000,000 
in the same period in 1934. 

The processing tax could easily become the most 
powerful of all political issues affecting the Consti- 
tution. It has been of immense benefit to the farm- 
ers. Since there are some 22,000,000 people directly 
deriving their livelihood from agriculture, the po- 
litical power on that side is tremendous. There is no 
serious dissension among farmers upon this issue. 
They have twice voted for the farm plan. They are 
in favor of controlling production, and they are in 
favor of the processing tax which makes it possible. 
It is not certain that the very broad taxing powers 
of the Government may not see the processing tax 
through. The big packers, who pay most of that tax, 
are not joining in the effort to destroy it. 

As an illustration of what the plan has meant to 
the farmers, the case of Missouri will suffice. E. A. 
Logan, Federal crop statistician, reports that farm 
prices in the State are from 25 to 200 per cent high- 
er than they were two years ago. These higher prices 
were in part due to the drouth, but they were much 
more due to the farm plan. The tax is plainly put 
upon one part of the population for the benefit of 
another, but it has brought the farmer, back into 
the domestic market. The farmers say the tariff has 
amounted to the same thing, to their disadvantage. 

‘All the farm plans over a quarter of a century 
have come to this in the end. The immediate ques- 
tion is not where the public interest lies, but what 
the powers of Congress are. Congress has been com- 
pelled to balance in some fashion the disparity be- 
tween protected industry and unprotected agricul- 
ture. The national economy is happier under such 
a balance. It is more wholesome. It is fairer. It is 
not certain that the United States Supreme Court 
will hold the processing tax unconstitutional, though 
Secretary Wallace seems apprehensive that it will 
do so, particularly with regard to the marketing 
agreements and license sections of AAA, He said 
at the Harvard commencement: 

When farmers and laboring men ask for a del- 
egation of Federal power equivalent to the 
tariff, or the corporate form of organization, or- 
the Federal banking structure, they are in danger 
of being met by some such statement as this: 
“It is not the province of the court to consider 
the economic advantages or disadvantages of 
such a centralized system. It is sufficient that 
the Federal Constitution does not provide for it.” 
No conception of a continued political balance in 

the United States can ignore the right of agricul- 
ture to enjoy a reasonable share of the national 
wealth. This was not a pressing issue when the na- 
tion was expanding. It first asserted itself in Pop- 
ulism. It became more assertive in the La Follette 
campaign and the equalization and debenture plans. 
It finally took legislative form in the farm control 
plan of the Hoover administration, and then went 
to the very roots of the matter in the processing tax. 

The outcome is of major importance. The Amer- 
ican farmer will not be made a peasant. It is against 
the tradition of a better estate which lies back 
of American freedom. The Government's weakness 
in this field has been its disposition to do everything 
for industry and nothing for agriculture. It has 
been forced by circumstances into its present real- 
istic position. 
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‘THE SUNDAY CLOSING LAW. 


Police who visited saloons and taverns in the 
early morning hours of Sunday reported they found 
about 100 violations of the State closing law. The 
Board of Aldermen yesterday voted, 19 to 8, to in- 
corporate in the proposed new liquor ordinance a 
provision for Sunday sales, 

Do these tavern keepers and these Aldermen re- 
alize, we wonder, that they are playing a part that 
will in time open the way for the return of prohibi- 
tion? 

Failure of efforts to regulate the saloon was re- 
sponsible in large measure for the prohibition ex- 
periment. If under repeal the State proves unable 
to get the co-operation of liquor dispensers as a 
whole in its efforts at regulation, then a potent 
weapon will be handed to the drys, who eagerly 
await any instance that will demonstrate their con- 
tention that repeal means not liberty but license. 

Sunday closing is ordered by the Excise Commis- 
sioner and enforced by the police in accordance with 
State law. It is a form of social regulation imposed 
by the State Legislature, and it cannot be repealed 
by the Board of Aldermen. If the law proves un- 


|.popular and impracticable, then the remedy is public 


protest and petition to the Legislature to bring about 
its amendment. 

Disregarding the law is not the rational way to 
register protest. It is, on the contrary, a long step 
on the road back to prohibition, 
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PRESIDENT MIDDLEBUSH. 

The curators of the University of Missouri acted 
wisely when they selected Dr. Frederick Arnold Mid- 
dlebush to be the successor of the much-loved Walter 
Williams. The new president has been a member of 
the faculty of the State university at Columbia since 
1922, head of its School of Business and Public Ad- 
ministration for a decade and, since the resignation 
of Dr. Williams, on account of illness a year ago, 
acting president. All things considered, it is doubt- 
ful if the curators could have found an educator of 
Dr. Middlebush’s years—he is not yet 45—whose ad- 
ministrative experience better fits him for the im- 
portant work with which they have entrusted him. 
Like his executive training, Dr. Middlebush’s field 
of teaching and research, political science, should 
prove a distinct aid to him in the president’s office. 
As head of the university, he will need to make reg- 
ular appearances before the Legislature to report on 
the university's needs and problems. As a specialist 
in the science of government, he will have many help- 
ful insights into that relationship. That the year of 


his temporary occupancy of the president’s chair 
should be culminated with a virtual doubling of the 
university’s appropriation is a notable tribute to his 
administrative ability, even though others may also 
share in the credit. 

With a change in the feeling of the Legislature 
for the university and an industrious, alert and 
scholarly—without being pedantic -young adminis- 
trator in the office of president, there is every reason 
to believe that the university is entering an era of 
growth and development such as its opportunity for 
service and its fine traditions have long required. 
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THE LOBBY WINS. 

The heart of the administration’s gas and electric 
public utility holding company bill was cut out in 
the House of Representatives yesterday when mem- 
bers of that chamber voted, 216 to 146, without go- 
ing on record individually, to omit the so-called 
“death sentence” provision. The vote was a victory 
for one of the most powerful lobbies, if not the most 
powerful, ever assembled at the national capital. 
For weeks, pressure has been applied to every 
member of Congress who would give an ear to the 
emissaries of the utilities. Under such circum- 
stances, it is not surprising that the House yielded. 

But if it is a victory for the utility lobby, it need 
not be a lasting one. Three weeks ago, the Senate 
overwhelmingly approved this same bill with the 
misnamed “death sentence” in its proper place, The 
welfare of the utilities themselves, to say nothing 
of consumers and investors of gas and electric power 
companies, requires that the Senate shall remain 
true to its position. If the Senate refuses to yield, 
the bill will go to conference and the differences 
adjusted there. Unquestionably, many members of 
the House who succumbed to the pressure of the 
labby would be glad to see their conferees adopt the 
Senate version of the bill. 

As we have said on several occasions, the Wheeler- 
Rayburn bill would not fix a “death sentence” 
against gas and electric utility holding companies, 
Senator Dieterich of lllinois and other congressional 
opponents of the bill to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. What President Roosevelt and the sponsors 
of the bill in Congress, Senators Wheeler and 
Representative Rayburn, propose is that holding 
companies shall be required to demonstrate that they 
serve an economic end. If they operate within a 
state or are manifestly necessary to integrate com- 
panies which are geographically unified although 
located in more than one state, they will have a 
right to continue operation subject to reasonable 
Federal regulation. Even Owen D. Young, president 
of General Electric, testified he could see no reason 
why there should be more than one holding com- 
pany over any operating property. 

Sooner or later, holdigg companies which exist 
primarily for the floating of stocks and bonds will 
be separated from those which are economically 
useful. If the Senate holds its ground, this fine 
public service will be one of the entries on the credit 
side of the present Congress.

BRITAIN’S UNUSUAL OFFER. 

The efforts of peacemakers usually are confined 
to persuasion and counsel; rarely in diplomatic his- 
tory has a mediator gone so far as to offer territory 
of its own in an effort to settle a dispute between 
two other nations. Yet this is the extraordinary step 
Great Britain has taken, through its traveling envoy, 
Capt. Anthony Eden. Seeking to avert war between 
‘Italy and Ethiopia, Britain went so far as to offer 
Ethiopia a strip of territory in British Somaliland 
as compensation for concessions by the African na- 
tion to Italy. 

The British policy is traditionally that of the 
“honest broker,” seeking as intermediary to bring 
disagreeing nations together. The latest step goes 
much farther than that role, however. A broker who 
digs into his own pocket to ease the bargaining is 
something new under the sun. Britain, of course. 
realizes the gravity of the situation in Africa—how 
it would impair the League of Nations’ authority 
and imperil world peace. Hence this unusual and 
generous offer to sacrifice her own territory. 

Mussolini is not impressed. He has rejected the 
proposal, Capt. Eden reports to the House of Com- 
mons. Even though it meant a virtually free hand, 
so far as Britain is concerned, in exacting conces- 
sions from Ethiopia, Mussolini prefers to go his own 
way, to sacrifice lives and burden his people to con- 
quer an independent nation. He thus underscores 
his earlier assertion: “Nobody can arrogate the in- 
tolerable claim to intervene in our concern.” The 
refusal does more than indicate anew his determina- 
tion to make war; it shows that he actually prefers 
war to peace in gaining his objective.

PROTECTION FOR NEWSPAPER CONFIDENCES. 

Illinois has not been the scene of prosecutions of 
reporters and editors for refusing to disclose sources 
of confidential information, but the Legislature of

‘our neighbor to the east has done the wise thing of 


expressly protecting the confidences entrusted to 
newspaper men. Under a bill sponsored by State 
Representative F. W. Lewis, publisher of the Rob- 
inson Constitution, information given to Illinois re- 
porters and editors in confidence is to enjoy the 
guardianship of the law. New York, Kentucky, West 
Virginia and those other states which from time to 
time see newspaper workers lodged behind bars for 
refusing to break confidences should follow the fine 
example of Illinois.

STRAWS IN THE MEXICAN WIND. 

There are indications in Mexico that the religious 
war that has disgraced the country in recent months 
is to be ended, or drastically curtailed. First was 
the reorganization of the Cabinet, when President 
Cardenas and Gen. Calles parted political company, of 
which one result was elimination of men who had 
pushed the war on the Catholic church and substitu- 
tion of officials of broader views. Now Cardenas 
is reported about to issue an amnesty order permit- 
ting all political refugees to return, including the 
churchmen who have been driven into exile. 

It is too early, of course, to predict that the Mex- 
ican Government has seen the error of its Ways and 
will replace force with tolerance in its effort to sep- 
arate church and state. These are significant straws 
in the wind, however, that may betoken a shift in 
policy. If Cardenas is wise enough to see the bene- 
fits in forgiving his political opponents and seeking 
their co-operation, it is also possible that he realizes 
what a source of constant domestic unrest and what 
a blot on Mexico’s name abroad the religious perse- 
cution has been. In any genuine charter of liberties 
for the people, religious freedom must have a promi- 
nent place. It is to be hoped that this will soon be 


restored in Mexico.

TODAY AND TOMORROW

Orderly and Democratic Procedure 


HE battle for orderly procedure on the 
T tax program has been won in that there 

will be no legislation without hearing 
and debate. The next question is to deter- 
mine what would be the most desirable pro- 
cedure in dealing with the six “suggestions” 
in the President’s message. 

The President himself has said that two 
of them “cannot adequately be debated in 
the time remaining in the present session 
of this Congress.” These two suggestions 
are: first, “to tax unnecessary holding com- 
panies,” and, second, to tax “unwieldy and 
unnecessary corporate surpluses.” This 
leaves four items: inheritance taxes, income 
taxes, the graduated corporation tax and 
the constitutional amendment abolishing tax 
exemption on future issues of Government 
securities. 

Of those four items, the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment should clearly have pri- 
ority. It has been discussed for nearly 15 
years. It has had the indorsement of the lead- 
ers of both parties. Congress should not be 
charged with being hasty if it passed 
promptly the resolution submitting this 
amendment to the states. The resolution 
would not amend the Constitution. It would 
merely put the question to the states, and 
it can then be debated as thoroughly as the 
people desire. 

The argument in favor of prompt action 
is clearest in regard to the constitutional 
amendment, The case against prompt ac- 
tion is clearest in regard to the proposed 
graduated corporation taxes. 

. . . 

The fundamental point involved in these 
corporation taxes is not revenue and not a 
better distribution of wealth. It is whether 
the public policy should be to discourage big 
business and, if this is to be the policy, 
whether a graduated corporation tax is the 
best way to carry it out. The question in- 
volved is the same one which underlies 
NRA and the anti-trust laws, and it should 
not be considered apart from NRA and the 
anti-trust laws. 

In view of the fact that the administra- 
tion and Congress have decided to study the 
whole problem of combination, monopoly 
and competition for approximately another 
year, they would be begging the question 
they are supposed to be studying by enact- 
ing these corporation taxes now. 

It is as certain as anything can be that 
at some time in the future, possibly but not 
probably in the next session of Congress, 
the anti-trust laws will be revised and mod- 
ernized in order to make them more defi- 
nite and more effective. That will be the 
occasion to decide whether taxes graduated 
against business are desirable, That will be 
the time to determine whether the graduat- 
ec. tax, or the excess profits tax aimed at 
monopoly profits, or some other device, is 
to be used to make effective the policy 
which is ultimately decided upon. 

To legislate now on this question would 
be to legislate in the dark. : 

That leaves income and inheritance taxes, 
The argument against prompt action is that 
the problem cannot be studied adequately 
at the fag end of a session in the heat of 
a Washington summer, and no substantial 
revenues will be lost if the question is put 
over to next winter. The argument in favor 
of prompt action is that the year before a 
presidential election is a very bad year in 
which to examine soberly measures which 
would tax the very rich and leave the rest 


of us untouched. It can be argued that 
Congress would do a better job in the next 
few weeks than it could do when the presi- 
dential primaries are being fought—that 
therefore it is better to settle the question 
now than to leave it open to agitation. 

It is a hard choice between expediency 
and principle. It may be more expedient to 
act at once, It is more principled to exam- 
ine and debate the matter thoroughly. Only 
perfectionists will say there must never be 
concessions to expediency. On the other 
hand, the only reason for making conces- 
sions to expediency is that it has become 
very clear that a certain course is expedi- 
ent. It is not clear now that immediate 
action is expedient. One man’s guess is as 
good as another’s when it comes to guessing 
whether a better or a worse tax bill would 
be passed next winter.

When a question is as confused and diffi- 
as is this question, the safe and the 
sure rule is to be simple rather than subtle, 
and to adhere to basic principles which have 
behind them the authority of experience 
rather than to speculate about vague points 
of political tactics. The simple basic prin- 
ciple of democratic government, when there 
is no overwhelming and irreparably danger- 
ous crisis, is to let every important measure 
be debated thoroughly, trusting to the ulti- 
mate good sense and intelligence of the peo- 
ple and their ability to be convinced by 

those who have the better argument. 

Though it is not the universal fashion to 
believe in the democratic process, I, for one, 
see no reason to distrust it in America. And 
for that reason, admitting that it rests sole- 
ly on a deep prejudice in favor of democ- 
racy, it seems to me that Congress ought 
not to legislate in this session, but ought 
to allow the country full time to debate, to 
understand and to judge the proposal deal- 
ing with incomes and inheritances.

BARRING NEWSPAPERS.

LS Zag does a country gain by barring 

a few issues of a foreign publication 
which contains something that displeases a 
censor? The question arises because Ger- 
many has followed the example of Italy in 
forbidding the circulation of certain num- 
bers of the New York Times and the Man- 
chester Guardian. What is expected to be 
accomplished? 

Surely there is no great injury to the news- 
papers concerned, whose circulation outside 
their own country is comparatively small. 
Is it to be supposed that owners and editors 
will change their policies for fear of offend- 
ing Il Duce or Der Fuehrer? Censors may 
be ignorant, but surely not so ignorant as 
all that. 

On the other hand, the announcement that 
certain issues of a newspaper have been put 
under the ban for the publication of critical 
articles tends to arouse everyone’s curiosity 
as to what those articles said, and to en- 
courage a bootleg circulation of them which 
brings them to the attention of a hundred 
persons for every one who might have seen 
them if no action had been taken. Censors 
must be aware of that fact, also. 

So we remain mystified, and the only con- 
clusion we can hazard is that an angry cen- 
sor retaliates on a newspaper that has hurt 
him in the same way a child kicks the nasty 
old chair on which he has barked his shin.

A Real Issue: Taxation 


From the Christian Century. 


HE country now has a real issue before 

it. It remains only to see who will be 
on which side, and how the economic devel- 
opments of the next 16 months will affect 
the President’s prestige and the popular 
judgment upon the issues which he has 
defined. 

What the President proposes is not simply 
a tax for revenue only, but a tax which, by 
“encouraging a wider distribution of wealth,” 
by reducing the inequality of status between 
the very rich and the very poor, and by helpe 
ing to minimize the advantage enjoyed by 
very large corporations over smal! ones, will 
cure the ills that at present afflict our 
social and economic system. 

He has much to say of the disturbing 
effects of inheritance of great wealth and 
power upon the national life. He sees in 
the swollen incomes of the multi-million- 
aires not merely a reservoir that can 


easily tapped to supply the public casas 


but an abnormal growth that needs to be 
tapped for the health of the body politic. 

Concentration of wealth means concentra- 
tion of power in a manner and to a degree 
inconsistent with American ideals. That 
economic feudalism the President seeks to 
reorganize into something approximating an 
economic democracy. Balancing the budget 
is the proximate objective of the new scheme 
of taxation. Balancing the social order is 
the ultimate objective. 

The President believes that all this can 
be done within the limits of the capitalistic 
system. 

Socialists will deny that it can be done 
within those limits. Economic conservatives 
will deny that it ought to be done at all.

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‘DESCRIBES CULTURE 
OF TROUT IN OZARKS 


August Lauth Won Medal at 
St. Louis Fair—Still an 
Enthusiast at 85. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
POTOSI, Mo., July 2.—A_ cool, 
swift stream; overhead a bright sun 


falling down in patches through the 
- leaves to the surface of the water; 
a rod in one’s hand. Suddenly a 


strike, a battle, then reward: A 
speckled brook trout that 


blends with - the sunshine and 


shadow mottled stream—one of the} 


really beautiful game fish of the 
country. 

That’s one side of the picture, 
and no one, even though he be not 
a fisherman, can fail to appreciate 
the zestful sport that angling for 
trout provides. But there’s anoth- 
er side to it, and of that here is 
what August Lauth, veteran fish 
culturist of the Ozarks and who 
now, at the age of 85, still retains 
an eager interest in the sport, has 
to say: 

“The main'troubie now,” he as- 
serts, “is that there are far too 
many fishermen. They are so nu- 
merous the fish don’t have a 
chance.” 

With a record behind him of hav- 
ing spent most of his life in the 
culture of fish, Lauth is considered 
an authority in the Ozarks regions. 
He first became interested .in the 
business when a youth in France. 
Later he came to America and es- 
tablished a hatchery at Cuba, Mo., 
and is credited with bringing the 
‘first rainbow and speckled trout 
into the market of St. Louis. 

One of the proudest moments of 
his -life came when, as he tells it 
simply, “I had an exhibit of trout 
at the St. Louis World’s Fair for 
which I received a medal.” Since, 
from study and experience, he has 
‘written many articles on fish and 
their culture. 

Forceful despite his years, his 
eyes light up as he begins to talk 
on his favorite topic. 


“Contrary to the belief of many 


amateur sportsmen, the trout is not 


native to Ozark streams, but have) 


been stocked, principally through 


even | 


the enterprise of the Government. 
I raised fish as a young man in 
France. After I came to the Unit- 
ed States, I retained my interest 
in that enterprise. It was at Cuba 
where I grew my first trout, get- 
ting eggs from Government hatch- 
eries. My trout and hatchery were 
such curiosities that many people 
came for miles to see them. 

“T found it difficult to find water 
of just the right temperature for 
hatching and _ raising purposes. 


Some spring-fed Ozark streams are | 


too warm. Fifty-four above zero is 
almost ideal.” 

In his early years, Lauth supplied 
trout to famous restaurants and 
hotels in St. Louis, among them 
Tony Faust’s Cafe. For a _ long 
time the price he received was 75c 
to $1 a pound—a luxury indeed for 
the epicures of somewhat earlier 
days. 

“Trout culture, rather fish cul- 
ture in general,” Lauth went on, 
“is a science and should be taught 
in ‘every high school. If all the 
Ozark streams, proper for the rais- 
ing of trout were utilized, any per- 
son in this State could afford to 
have trout to eat at a reasonable 
price, and that much more would 
be left for export. Most of the 
head waters of our creeks could be 
transformed into profitable trout 
farms. The heads of our spring 
branches are the most suitable 
places.” 

“To stock large ponds or lakes 
with young Rainbow or’ Brook 
trout is the same as wasting them,” 
according to Louth. “For stocking 
waters with them where live 
carnivorous fishes, like pike, cat- 
fish, perch, eel, maskalonge, bass, 
etc., is nonsense. If an amateur 
fisherman put a million or more 
young trout into the Ozark Lake, 
I doubt that even one as large as 
a half pound would be caught. — 

“Carnivorous fishes, especially 
pike, over five or six pounds of 


weight should be exterminated from | 


any kind of water. Their diet is ex- 
clusively fish and they consume 
many times their weight in other 
fish. Then, they are not as good 
for the table as some of the fish 
they have eaten.”

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, July 2.— 
The new law increasing the Lllinois 
sales tax rate to three per cent be- 
came effective yesterday. This adds 
another cent to the tax and the 
money is to be used for unemploy- 
ment relief. The law, over which 
the Legislature had its most violent 
fights, raises the levy exactly two 
years after the two per cent tax 
went into force. 

Another new tax also became a 
part of Illinois law. It levies a 3 
per cent sales tax on all utilities on 
all their sales except industrial pow- 
er. From these two sources the 
Horner administration hopes to 
raise $25,000,000 a year, at ‘east 
two-thirds of the $3,000,000 monthly 
that Washington requires that IIli- 
nois contribute toward the ex- 
penses of the destitute jobless. 

State officials kept close watch 
on an innovation in sales tax ad- 
ministration—one and a half mill 
aluminum token to be used in mak- 
ing change. The first tokens are 
being distributed today, but the av-

TO JAPANESE OVER 
BORDER ATTACKS

Manchoukuan vessels, the note said, 
adding: “If, despite all warnings, 
Japanese-Manchoukuan boats con- 
tinue their passages in these waters 
and near the city of Khavarvosk 
the responsibility for the conse- 
quences will fall on the Japanese- 
Manchoukuan authorities. 

“The Soviet Government expects 
the Japanese Government, which 
has already repeatedly declared a 
desire to maintain peaceful rela- 
tions on the frontier, to adopt urg- 
ent and energetic measures to pre- 
vent further provocative actions by 
local Japanese and Manchoukuan 
military authorities, pointing out to 
them the danger and inadmissibil- 
ity of their conduct.” 

The Soviet note complained that 
Manchoukuan authorities and the 
Japanese Foreign Minister failed to 
give satisfactory answers to pre- 
vious protests by the U. S. S. R. 


Specific Incidents. 


The specific charges of incidents 
during the last few months irclud- 
ed a declaration that two Manchou- 
kuan gunboats penetrated the So- 
viet branch of the Amur and, train- 
ing their guns on Soviet frontier 
cutters, disobeyed orders to halt.

guards. Another guard was said to 
have been killed by machine-gun 
fire from the Manchoukuan bankg 
of the Amur May 6. 

The protest charged that another 
guard was killed June 3 and his 
body carried off to Manchoukuo. 

On June 16, the note set forth, 
the Soviet village of Papiha was 
bombarded from the Manchoukuan 
side of the Amur.

Tokio Officials Profess to Be Little 
Concerned. 
TOKIO, July 2.—The strong tone 


of Soviet Russia’s latest protest to 
Japan, alleging violations of Soviet 
territory by Japanese troops, 
evoked sensational headlines in the 
Tokio press today, but officials 
professed little concern. 
Vernacular newspapers stressed 
the sternness of the protest. Nichi 
Nichi called it “threatening,” em- 
phasizing a “reference to grave 
consequences.”

One spokesman stressed that 
the controversy demonstrated the 
desirability of an early determina- 
tion by a joint commission of the 
Soviet-Manchoukuan borders, the 
vagueness of which has been con- 
sidered responsible for a majority 
of such incidents. Hirota recently 
urged Russia to hasten an agree- 
ment on such a commission and 
Tokio is awaiting Moscow's pre 
posals on the subject.

There 
‘followed, in the 
Park Tavern at 
Penge, an inquest 
Woolloot - which landed four 
frightened people in the dock of the 
Old Bailey on a charge of murder. 
Amid such execrations as the En- 
glish seldom permit themselves to 
indulge in, all four were convicted 
on testimony which not only 
damned them utterly, but brought 
crashing down for all time certain 
cracked old pillars of the English 
law. Harriet was a natural. In 
the seventies, a natural was not 
only a certain throw of the dice, 
a white piano key, and a bit of good 
luck in vingt-et-un, but also a half- 
witted person. Harriet was, to put 
it mildly, not quite right. Louis 
Staunton, a flashy but impecunious 
young auctioneer’s clerk, heard she 
had a bit of money, manfully over- 
came the instinctive repugnance 
which the sight of her evoked in 
him, married her, and took posses- 
sion of her property, as, under a 
law which his greed did much to 
expose and alter, he was legally en- 
titled to do. Then he locked her 
up in a penitential cubbyhole, and 
so starved and oppressed her that 
she came to the edge of death. 
this enterprise he was loyally aided 
by his mistress, his brother, and his 
sister-in-law, who, at the eleventh 
hour, all helped him rush the gib- 
bering and dirt-caked creature - to 
Penge in order that she might ex- 
pire under the eye of an absolving 
physician. 

The record of the ensuing trial is 
full of fascination for students of 
murder lore. Init you see a hanging 
judge at work. Init you meet, for 
the first time, the brilliant young 
barrister, Edward Clarke, who was 
one day, as counsel for the plain- 
tiff in the Tranby Croft scandal, to 
hail resentful royalty into the wit- 
ness box. It was Clarke who rep- 
resented the late Oscar Wilde in 
an ill-advised libel action brought 
against the Marquess of Queens- 
berry. In the Staunton case, you also 
meet the celebrated Montagu Wil- 
liams, passionately defending Louis 
Staunton, whom he was later to de- 
scribe in his memoirs as one of 
“four human creatures, two of them 
of the gentler sex, who had set 
themselves deliberately to murder, 
by the slow agonies of starvation, 
a miserable being; who had never 
injured them, and whose only of- 
fence was that she stood in the way 
of the legalizing of her husband’s 
connection with his perhaps less 
guilty paramour.” And in the 
Staunton case you find the medical 
experts patiently trying to reach 
the minds of the inflamed Court 
with the salient fact that, however 
brutal and infamous the treatment 
of Harriet may have been, she had, 
however, as the autopsy showed, 
died not of that treatment but of 
tubercular meningitis. The Court’s 
airy dismissal of this testimony so 
infuriated the medical profession 
that it rose in a body—a dem’d, 
damp, moist, unpleasant body— 
and, headed by Sir William Jenner, 
presented such a petition to the 
Home Office that all four prison- 
ers evaded the hangman and one 
of them, the “perhaps less guilty 
paramour” aforesaid, was pardoned 
outright. 


AVING recently had occasion 
Fi: go through the assembled 

papers relating to the life and 
death of poor Mrs. Staunton, my 
eye was caught by the faithful re- 
currence in them of two old reli- 
ables almost invariably present in 
such records. Let us consider them 
one at a time. In all the books 
about murder cases all the Old 
Bailey, you will find gravely record- 
ed a stern disapproval of the gen- 
eral public. For instance, a fine de- 
testation for such ghoulishness, as 
exhibited during the sessions of the 
Bywater-Thompson trial, was unan- 
imously: expressed by the very 
chroniclers who had _ themselves 
fought and scratched and pulled 
every wire in London in order to 
get into the courtroom. In _ the 
same spirit, J. Beresford Atlay, in 
his excellent preface to the Staun- 
ton case in the Notable British 
Trials Series, makes this shudder- 
ing observation: 

The benches of the Old Bailey 
were filled even at this dread hour 
with the bevy of smartly-dressed, 
overjeweled women who had drunk 
champagne in the luncheon inter- 
val and skimmed the pages of 
PUNCH when the interest flagged. 

And H. M. Walbrook, in his able 
essay on the same case, regret- 
fully adds this comment: 


There may be less champagne 
and fewer jewels in 1935, but prob- 
ably some of the smartness and 
certainly all the morbidity remain. 

Please note, in passing, that it 
is, one must assume, peculiarly rep- 
rehensible to combine an addiction 
to the current , mode in costume 
with an interest in the drama of 
murder trials.

The ultimate luxury in travel 
cases provides for separate hangers 
for each dress, special trolley slides 
making it possible to remove one 
dress without touching the others.

It 
looks like an exaggerated brief case 
and fastens by the same sort of 
sliding zipper. Space is provided 
for four dresses, all being arranged 
neatly on hangers to avoid muss- 
ing. 


When the wardrobe case or the 
regulation suitcase with companion 
dress bag will not suffice, there 
are many other modern pieces 


which may be added. A shoe case, 
for example, would be the envy of 
Cinderella with its separate com- 
partments for footwear for every 
occasion. This case has a tricky 
snap closing so that some of the 
compartments may be removed, 
and the others separated in order 
that part of the interior space may 
be converted to general use. 

A combination shoe, lingerie and 
hat case is deftly arranged so that 
the shoe compartments line the 
sides, the hats are packed at the 
center toward the bottom, and the 
upper portion is available for lin- 
grerie, 

Pullman wardrobe cases are suf- 
ficiently lightweight to be carried, 
if necessary, but quite large enough 
to hold all the clothes that the av- 
erage traveler would need on a 
European trip. There are hangers

for clothes, and various compart- 
ments for shoes and small] items. 
The case which has the nine-inch 
depth is sold for domestic travel 


while the 10-inch depth is reserved 
for foreign service.

Chapter One. 


HOLLYWOOD, July 1. 

OME years ago when that fine 

melodrama, “Broadway,” played 

St. Louis we took occasion to 
commend the acting of one Pat 
O’Brien who had the role of the de- 
tective who solved a couple of kill- 
ings. The other day we met Pat 
O’Brien on one of the studio lots. 
Some one mentioned our connection 
with the Post-Dispatch and the ac- 
tor referred, at once, to the “good 
notice” he had received for his part 
in “Broadway.” Most actors take 
good notices as a matter of routine 
and only remember the bad things 
a critic says about them. 

But Pat O’Brien, film 
fame has come to him since we 
first saw him in his role in “Broad- 
way,” is as Irish as his name would 
indicate, which means that he has 
kissed the Blarney Stone and knows 
how to be pleasant. As a matter 
of fact he is the pleasantest and 
most agreeable—and probably, for 
that reason, the most popular—of 
the male stars in Hollywood. Popu- 
lar with every one from the film 
magnates to the pick and shovel 
boys who work around the movie 
sets. He was that way when he 


was a chorus boy, a small time 
stock actor, a road show trouper 
and now that his nameisin electric 
lights and his salary every week is 
written in four figures he is just 
the same—and always Irish. 

On that recent day when James 
J. Braddock was resting in his New 
York hotel until he was to step in- 
to the ring and dethrone Max 
Baer, there came to Jimmy every 
hour from this movie capital tele- 
graphic messages along these lines: 

“All the luck in the world, Big 
Boy. You're sure to win.” 

“Remember your ancestry, Sha- 
mus, and bring that title back 
where it belongs under the green 
flag.” 

“Every Irishman is pulling for 
you, Jim, and you-can't disappoint 
them.” 

Braddock, so his attendants say, 
looked proudly at the signature, 
which was the same on the eight 
or nine wires he received. The 
signature was “Pat O’Brien.” 

And not only did Pat send the 


whose 


hourly wires to his fellow-Celt, but 
he bet $200 that Jimmie would win, 
and won $600—3 to 1 being the best 
odds obtainable from. the flinty- 
hearted Hollywood bookmakers. 

And when news of Braddock’s vic- 
tory reached him by radio in a little 
lunch-shack back of the studios, it 
was Pat who led the roaring cheer 
of joy that came from a group of 
Irish-blooded electricians, carpen- 
ters, property boys and laborers. 
And next day came a long’ and 
heartfelt telegram of thanks from 
Jimmie to Pat. 

To those who know O’Brien, this 
little episode provides about as ac- 
curate a characterization of him 
as could be offered. It showed what 
everybody here knows: that Pat’s 
really prouder of being an Irish- 
man than of being a topnotcher of 
the screen, And it showed that he 
is just what he described himself 
to be when a gushy writer for a 
movie-fan magazine wanted him to 
utter a _  self-estimater—“Oh, I’m 


just a normal mugg!”

AT’S loyalty to Ireland and 
OF cciptning connected with it 


comes to him naturally enough. 
Though his father, William O’Brien, 
and his mother Margaret McGov- 
ern, were both born in the United 
States, his paternal grandfather 
was a County Cork man, and his 
maternal grandsire was from 
County Mayo. 
Pat himself originated in Mil- 
waukee—which is not very Irish— 


and is still loval to his home town 
and the friends of his early youth 
there. He keeps up correspondence 
with a dozen or more of them. He 
had his first theatrical experience 
there, though he doesn’t think much 
of that. 

“I was going to the Gesu par- 
ochial school,” he says, “and they 
put on some sort of a Christmas 
show. I was cast as an angel, with 
a long white nightgown thing on 
and a pair of phony wings that I 
could flap by moving my elbows. 
1 was only about 9, but I felt like 
a siss. 1 wasn’t an angelic kid, any- 
how, and I’m not an angel now.” 

Pat isn’t an angel. He'll bet on 
the fights or the races or the roll 
of the African dominoes or the 
dropping of a roulette ball. He'll 
have a glass of beer (Milwaukee 
preferred) or a Scotch-and-soda 
with his friends any time after 
working hours. But mostly this is 
at his own smart little modern bar 
in his own small but lovely home 
near Santa Monica. And mostly it 
is under the dark-eyed supervision 
of the dark-haired Eloise Taylor 
O’Brien, his wife, who was a Des 
Moines girl and whom he met in 
a roundabout way years ago 
through his pal and screen col- 
league, Frank McHugh. 

Getting past the juvenile Gesu 
parochial school in Milwaukee, 
O’Brien went through the grammar 
and high schools of that city, en- 
listed in the navy when he became 
old enough and had just. four 
months service experience when the 
Armistice was signed. 

Then he went to New York to 
try for any kind of a job. He could 
sing and dance a little, like most 
Irish lads, and he landed—of all 
places for an O’Brien'—in the 
chorus of a musical show called 
“Adrienne.” However, there must 
have been a degree of manliness in 
that show, for the singing comedian 
was none other than that big, rough 
lug named George Bancroft, later 
of the movies, himself.

Pat lived for a time with Bob Arm- 
strong in New York. He roomed 
with Spencer Tracy in the same 
city, when they paid $5 apiece for 
their lodgings in 90th street. He 
was a great pal of Allen Jenkins, 
a featured player who appears as 
a tough mugg in a number of the 
same pictures as Pat. 

He played in “The Other Man” 
with the late Bill Boyd; in “Nigger 
Rich” with Kay Francis, now at 
the same studio; in “A Man’s Man” 
with Josephine Hutchinson, who 


recently has risen to astonishing 
heights of dramatic ability in pic- 
tures. He played with Helen Hayes 
in “Coquette” and in “Henry Be- 
have” with Edward G. Robinson. 

Only occasionally did Pat make 
Broadway. Mostly he was working 
in stock companies—for instance, 
48 weeks at Plainfield, N. J., a 
suburb of New York, or road shows. 

It was on one of his tours that 
he met Eloise Taylor. In Des 
Moines, Ia., there was an organiza- 
tion called the Princess stock com- 
pany. Various of its graduates 
have become famous. Fay Bainter 
was one. Ralph Bellamy was an- 
other. In fact, Ralph owned the 
stock company before he went into 
pictures. Frank McHugh was the 
comedian at the time Pat chanced 
to visit the theater. Bob Armstrong 
wes the leading man. 

Twice a year or so the Princess 
players would put on a musical 
comedy. . McHugh, who was also dl- 
rector, property manager and every- 
thing else, had the job of finding 
girls for the chorus. The company 
couldn't’ pay much, so they didn’t 
import experienced girls, but re- 
cruited them locally. Among the 
girls was Eloise Taylor. The dark 
beauty of the girl entranced Pat, 
but he had to move on with his 
road show. But Pat and Eloise 
were destined to meet again—and 
this time as fellow-players. Pat, by 
telegraph, was engaged for one of 
the leading parts, that of “Detective 
Dan McKorn,” in the tremendously 
successful m2lodrama called “Broad- 
way,” which was about the first 
of the underworld-hoofer-gangster 
shows. Arriving to join the com- 
pany in New York, he found his 
pal, Allen Jenkins, playing “Scar 
Edwards,” a hoodlum, and the 
brunette beauty from Des Moines 
cast in the part of “Pearl,” a down- 
trodden girl, who in the show shoots 
and kills the man who murdered 
her boy friend. 

Only when he joined the “Broad- 
way” company—it was a road com- 
pany, by the way, not the New 
York outfit—did Pat learn that 
Miss Taylor had become an actress. 
It seems that her brief experience 
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in “Mary,” the musical comedy for | 
which Frank McHugh had selected | 
her in Des Moines, had inoculated 
her with the theatrical fever, and 
she had progressed from tiny bits 
to fairly important parts. 

The O’Brien-Taylor romance was 
not of the fast-moving variety. 
Eloise didn’t know whether’ she 
wanted to marry Pat or not—or 
anybody, for that matter. There's 
a Hollywood legend that Pat pro- 
posed to her for three years, in per- 
son or by telephone or telegraph, 
before she finally accepted him. 
They both just grin when you ask 
them about it.

HERE’S another saying about 
the studios: “Pat O’Brien is a 
swell actor, but he’s not s0 
swell when it comes to the love 
scenes. He doesn’t put as much ar- 
dor into them as some of the 
‘great lovers’ do.

But to get back to his stage 
career. 

He made Broadway again after 
a road tour and played in a piece 
called “Overture.”

That rowdy, profane news- 
paper play “The Front Page,” was 
evolved by Charley MacArthur and 
Ben Hecht, now picture authors and 
producers.

He played “Walter 
Burns,” the managing editor. 

When this smash hit had run its 
course, Howard Hughes, young 
multi-millionaire beginner in the 
picture business, decided to film 
the thing. He engaged Lewis Mile- 
stone as his director. . Milestone 
had seen Pat O’Brien in “The Up 
and Up,” admired his work, but 
mistakenly thought he had played 
the reporter, not the managing edi- 
tor, in “The Front Page.” 

Young Hughes said, “Get him, by 
all means!” and sent an agent to 
New York. O’Brien was under con- 
tract to Gilbert Miller and was play- 
ing in “Tomorrow and Tomorrow.” 
So insistent was Hughes about get- 
ting Pat that he offered to buy the 
Miller show for $50,000 if necessary. 
But the Gilbert management said 
it wouldn’t stand in the way of 
O’Brien’s picture career, and gra- 
ciously let him go.

Campfire Care 


The housewife, in the summer 
time, may wish to take her family 
to the edge of a nearby lake or to 
some woods where a picnic may be

had. She may want to build a fire 


and make it a real meal. 

Here are some points on that fire 
and the protection of woods and the 
countryside. Build the fire where 
there is dirt and not where there is 
old wood or dry leaves. And after 
the picnic is over burn all food- 
stuffs and carry home old tins so as 
not to disfigure the
